LIGET INDUSTRIES FULFILL 3-MONTH PIANS

FOOD AMD TOBACCC PRODUCTION NEARS 1951 QUOTA -- Borba, Ko 72, 26 Mar 49

Jopip Cazi, Minister of Iight Industry, specking before the Second Con-
gress of Trede Unioms of the Food and Todbacco Idusiry, announced that the
1948 production plan for the food irdustry vas met 104.2 psrcent in volums
and valus and G4.8 percent in assortment, while the plan for the tobasco in-
dustry was mst 108.7 percent in vulume and valus and 98.8 percent in assort-
ment. Thic year the monthly produstion plans for ths fond industiry vere met
97 percent in January and 109 percent in February. Plans for the tobacco
industry wara met 105 percent in Jamuary aad 109 percent in February.

By the end of 1948, produstiom in tae food industry-had reached 90.23
poroent and in the tobacco industry 97.43 percent of the figures set by the
Five-Year Plan for the end of 1951. lastv jear production of ewar nald in-
oreased 52 percent since 1939, oils 8k percint, spirite 126 percent, and paste
products 12 percent. In the tobacoo induwcry, the production of cured tobacco
vas 93.5 peroent greater than in 1947, the Iroduction of processed tobacco
wvas 32,1C p.resat greater.

A nisotine feotory established this year in Skoplje will socn produce
plant insecticides and rav materials for medicines.

Tc raime the ntandard of living the 1949 producticx pian for the national
f00d industry bac besn increased 38.2 percent, for the repwblic food imdustry
34,51 percent, ami for the tobacco industry 3‘&.6 percent. This expansiom will
necessitate th: repeir, comstrmction, and inetallation of new equipment in the
o1l factoriss ic indreese productica by about 25 percent over the present
figure. This equipmsnt will bs med> in Yugorlavia with Yugoslay facilities.

The "Save" Rubber Products Factory ixn Kran) compistes its plan in wolime
and value on L4 March, 17 days ahead of scheduls. This will permit the factory
to begin producing truck tires snd other ltems never mades thers before duri
the peoond guarter 19%9. .

The glass factory in Strege fulfilled :ie 3J-month plan in quantity by 110
percent and in value by 106.2 percent omn 26 Msrch. lapt year ths produstion
plan was far exceeded, and production was Aoubled in comparison with the prs-
wr figure, without an inorease in the capacity of the factory. A machine
which will speed the productlion of smell msdizine bottlss sevsral times is pow
being perfected.

.sohediile are the glass fectory in Paracin, the glsss bottlo fachory in
Arend Jelovac, tho shoe department of tho Yugoslav Rubbsr anmd Snos Combine,
‘the “Prolek” (Msdicine) Medicimal Products factory in Zagreb, the "Alkalold®
Faotory; ‘end ten textils mills.

IMFROVED SUPFLY POR TRACTOR OPERATORS ~- Borda; Ko 77, 31 Mar 49

"In connoétion with the greatly expanded plan for farm production, special
efforte hsve been made to assure tractor operators of the best possible supplies
of clothing and shoss..

The problem has been solved most adequately in Slovenia, where during the
last 3 months each tractor operator received & sult of vorking clothes and
special material for trousers. The machine tractor staticns have 'been recelv-
ing more work sghoes, Tractor operators receive all these items at lower prices.
One sait of working c¢lothes ccete 300 to 500 dinars and a peir of shoss 180
dinars. BSoon the opsrators will receive certificates for shoes, and at the
begimning of April a certain number of raincoats will be distributed to them.

Recently workers in Croetian machine tractor stations received ocertain
amownts of shoes, suite, raincosts, woolen cloth, socks, bed linen, sonp, and
dishen. In Decexber, 200 leather coats, 200 fur caps, 200 leather gloves, and
345 suits of work olothes wers distributed to workers in Macedonian machine
trector statiors.

Litt1o has been done to provide supplementary supplies of ahices to tractor
operstors in Boania and Hercegovina and in Serbia. Cloth for overalls has beer
distriduted in Bomia and Hercegovina. In Leskovac, 8vatozarevo, and Nie,
whare the machine trecto: atatioms and the Pcopls's Councils have achieved
better cocperation, each worker hu: received 3 meters of wcolen cloth, one winter
comt, three pairs of underwear, and low shoes. Inu Pozarevac end Sapec, where
the least effort has been made, the managements havs purchased nothing., Winte
coats gien them by tke Machine Tractor Station Administration have been lying
in mtorege for a month, while tne trector operators worked in thue cold im in-
Adequate clothing.

One reason for the failure of the machine tractor station plan for the
last fall vae poor kousing of tractor operators. Most machins tractar stations
413 not have covered sleeping cars or kitchenas for the operators. In Bola
Crkvi.,, for exazmple, when the weather was cold, the cperatars had to return to
tows by tractor tc spemd the night. To prevent suck losues of tims, cabins
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ol gleeping cars are now Yeling bullt 1in 'l “he ropublics except
